SALE OF THE “mOnON” ROUTE TO THE 
LOUISVILLE & NASHVILLE. 


The Pennsylvania Co. Said to Be Interested 
in the Matter—Official Denialse—! fleet of 
the Sale—The Burlington Deal—The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission Investi- 
gating Grain Rates. 


CHICAGO, III., March 13.—At last night’s 
bearing before Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioners Morrison and Veazey, Chairman 
Midgely ofthe Southwestern Division ofthe 
Western Freight Association was on the 
stand. Hesaid through rates on grain from 
Missouri River points to Chicago and New 
York were reasonable and were lower than 
ever before. The rate sheets were arranged 
to make the through rate by way of St. Louis 
about equal to the through rate by way of 
Chicago, but the rating, if anything, was fa- 
vorable to the latter city. Chairman Walker, 
ine questioning the witness, cited the 


case of the buyer in Kansas City, who bas 
elevator privileges and goes west to Hutchin- 
son, Kan., to get his grain.

„It ia billedto Kansas City on the local

Ooncerning the cheap rate via Minneapolis 
to tide water points, and from Minneapolis to 
Chicago, Commissioner Murrison asked why 
the price for shipping corn 400 miles from 
Minneapolis to Chicago is 7% cents a hundred, 
while trom Missouri! River points, 500 miles 
from Chicago, it is 20 cents a hundred.

The stockholders of 
the Monon met in New York yesterday, and as 
far as could be learned here, sold the line to 
their Southern connection, which it has been 
anticipated they would do for some time past.

There is reason for suggesting that before long 
it will be found that the Burlington & Quincy 
is really only one ofthe factors in the trans- 
actions. The Manitoba road may be in it. 
The Pennsylvania road may be in it. They 
both may beinit. They may be found even 
to be more largely in it than the Burlington & 
Quincy ts. The Burlington 4 Northern is «4 
spur running from the Burlington & Quincy's 
main line north to Minneapolis and . Paul. 
It goes Into territory where the Quincy has no 
interests. But it would be of use tothe Manitoba 
terminating at St. Paul and Minneapotis, with 
which to reach Chicago. But the notice issued 
yesterday to the Burlingten & Northern stock 
holders says the sale is in the interest of’ 
the Quincy. In that phrase, ‘in the interest 
of,’ itis suspected thatthere isa secret hid- 
den. If the Manitoba is the buyer, or one of 
the buyers, the transaction might still be 
made in the ‘Quincy interest’ bya trafilic 
deal which would permit the Manitobe to run 
over the Quincy tracks from the Nortbern 
terminus into Chicago. There would be big 
trockage and other revenues in this for 
the Quincy. The Manitoba and Quincy 
are in no sense nor to any extent 
rivals. This trackage deal would bave 
business sense and profits back of it. 
President Hl of the Manitoba system has 
lately been in this city. He was also in Bos- 
ton; Chat ie the Burlington & Quincy and the 
Buriington & Northern beadquarters. He was 
also in Philadelphia; there are the Pennsyl- 
vania headquarters. It bas been well under- 
stood for some time among insiders chat close 
affiliations exist between the Manitoba and 
the Pennsylvania. Their officers and con- 
trollers are much together, and it was a long 
time ago tacitiy arranged (if, indeed, it was 
not made the subject of a regularly executed 
documentary agreement) that eventually 
the Pennsyivania & Manitoba should 
be brought into close relations 
and made parts of one great. trans- 
continental system, thought not necessar!- 
ly as a single corporation. By the use of the 
Burlington & Northern, with trackage over 
the Quincy into Chicago, the Manitoba and 
Pennsylvania are brought togetber. The 
Manitoba has now to build only 800 miles to 
reach the Pacific. The use of the Burlington 
& Northern loop will make a Pennsy!vania- 
Manitoba system, stretching from ocean to 
ocean. This theory of the new deal comes 
from Philadelphia, where itis supported by 
the statements of a high authority close to 
President Roberts of the Pennsylvania. If 
the Manitobaand Pennsylvania are the pur- 
chasers (with the Burlington and Quincy as a 
side partner ere there is escape from the 
scandal which would be threatened had the 
Quincy ‘insiders’ simply unioaded an un- 
profitable —— upon the bigger company 
which they control and other folks own. 


A Good Investment, 


Boston, Mass., March 13.—Vice-President

An Emphatic Protest Against a Bill Now 
Before Congress. 


Notices were to-day sent out for a special 
meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, to be held af 1:15 p. m. 
to-morrow to take action ona communica- 
tion from the Pork Packers’ Association of St. 
Louis, protesting against the. passage 
by Congress of tbe Edmunds inspection bill, 
now before it for consideration. he bill has 
called for protests from all over the West, 
and just now it is intended to consolidate this 
opposition and use it to ite fullest influence 
on Western members of Congress. The pro- 
test of the Pork Packers’ Association, which 
explains the case ters ely, is as follows: 

‘*‘Whereas, A bill is now before Congress 
known as the Edmunds inspection bill, for 
hog proaucts intended for export, the Pork 
Packers’ Association of St. Louls beg leave to 

rotest against the passage of the bill for the 

ollowing reasons: 

**We think the bill unnecessary and in some 
of its features decidedly injurious to the busi- 
ness of stock raising and ouring of hog 
products, more injurious even than the Ger- 
man and French prohibition. 

It is virtually a public acknowledgment 
thatour productis not good or put up prop- 
erly, which is nota fact, and is calculated to 
coast a shadow of doubt over one ofthe most 
important productions of the United States. 

‘*{tsaye: No meat should pass inspection 
that isnot sixty days in sait or pickle,’ mak 
ing it totally unfit for the English trade, which 
would cut off and close the most valuable 
market we now have. 

It forces the packers and exporters to 
have ail meats intended for export — 2 
on the Atlantic coast, making the creat pack 
Ing points of the West pay tribute in place of 
shipping by through bill ot lading to European 
points, causing delay, injury to the property, 
vexation and expense. 

„We think ttunwise for the United States 
at this particular time to pass any law on this 
subject. Wearenow having the best export 
demand for hog products that we have had 
forthree years, and any legislation at this 
moment would be a serious check and pos- 
sibly a fatal mistake. 

»The time may arrive when our Govern- 
ment can make reclprocal commercial! treaties 
with European governments that will open 
the ports of Europe to our hog products and 
bring about an exchange of the products of 
the world on a fair basis. When that time 
comes it may be necessary to make such gen- 
eral revulations for inspection, etc., as may 
suit all. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

That the chairman of this meeting appoint 
a committee of fiVe to consult and actin 
barmony on the above subject with commit- 
tees that may be appointed by other bodies in 
the West.

At Poy- 
dras street the water commenced running over 
the levee and all low places in the vic- 
cinity were soon flooded. Onthe lower side 
of Canal street, nearthe station, the water 
covers the levee up tothe Loulsyille & Nash- 


ville depot. At Bienville street much of the 
levee is under water, and at Conti 
street the entire levee is covered with 
water. The streets about the Sugar Exchange 
are flooded ana the Exchange is reached by 
the temporary plank walks. The water is 
going down the gutters of Bienville, Conti 
and other streets below Canal street. 

Although the water is running 
levees there need be noapprehension, as be- 
tween the Dulkheads of the wharfs thick 
planks are driven into the ground, behind 
which is the levee batture. This affords 
a protection that will not give way and no 
great damage islikely to result from water 
running over.

‘*‘Bamberger’s Grove may eventually be 
turned over to the Sisters of Good Shepherd, 
but further thar thisI have nothing to say.’’ 

His immediate friends say that he 
has expressed his intention to donate 
the property tothe sisters, but whether he 
will give them the ground as it stands or in- 
tends erecting a building on it for them is not 
known. = 

TO BUILD A 8TRUCTURE 
large enough to accommodate the Sisters 
would take an enormous outlay of money and 
would be such a charity as few men have 
ever given individually. It may be 
that the wealthy brewer intends giving 


the ground providing the money is raised to 
erecta home on it. Still, even if he built the 
home entirely at his own expense it 
would not be a matter of very great 
surprise to hose who know him 
best, His generosity is well known, and he 
annually gives away thousands of dollars to 
worthy charities and tochurches of all de- 
nominations. In his dispensing of 
charity he knows creed. 
Although nota Roman Catholic himself he 
has been as liberal in his donations to the 
works of that church as to any otber. It is 
known that he bappened to visit the 
HOUSE OF GOOD SHEPHERD 
some time ago, and was very much surprised 
at the extent of the charity and pleased with 
the work done by the Sisters.

It will give the home 
large and beautiful grounds and the sisters 
and charges there can be kept in better heaith 
because of the pure air and the open-air exer- 
cise they can take. 

At the consent the Sisters stated that they 
could give no information that would be of 
service to the inquirer and begged to be ex- 
cused from \discussing the prospect of such a 
princely gift.

LATEST YANKEE NOTION, 


Young Ladies Visit New England Towns and 
Start Village Libraries. 

The latest Yankee notion has been devised 
by anumber of young women in Boston and 
other large cities in Massachusetts, who have 
formed an organization for the purpose of 
supplying small towns with libraries. Their 
plan of operation is to visit towns destitute of 
libraries, talk the matter over with the lead- 
ing people, get them interested in it, and in- 


duce them to contribute according to their 
meuans—some of them the ground, some the 
books, and those who cannot raise money to 
help the good work by duy labor. In this way 
several little libraries have been started in 
these towns, which may become the nuclei of 
larger ones. The girls are going still further, 
and propose to ask the Legi lature to contrib- 
ute $100 as a starter to any town which shows 
a disposition to begin the equipmentof ali- 
brary. The notion is an excellent one, and 
well might be imitated in our small Western 
towns, where a library would be a blessing in 
relieving the tedium and intellectual disad- 
vantages of small places far remote from the 
advantages of cities. 


Liver Troubles. 


From the New York Herald. 

At the session of the Biological Society of 
Paris, there was read a paper including a re- 
port of the experiments of Drs. Arthand and 
Butte made in the endeavor to determine the 


exact pathological condition in the liver which 
proauces givcosuria. It was a very impor- 
tant paper, and its conclusions are such as 
are likely to* make it memorable in the 
history of diabetes mellitus. Their con- 
clusion is that the lesion is a general arte - 
rial dilation throughout the gland; that the 
more arterial blood passes through the liver 
the more sugar is produced in it; that the 
arterial flow being abnormal in quantity the 


production of sugar is abnormal; that the 


superfluous sugar being in excess of the 
physiological needs of the system is not as- 
similated, but is passed out through the kid- 
neys. No disease by which humanity is 
afflicted has been attributed to so many 
sources asthis. Fora great while it was ex- 
clusively regarded as a disease of the kid- 
neys; then Claude Bernard’s discovery that it 
could be produced by irritating a particular 
point in the brain was — basis 
for the opinion that it was due to some 
perturbation of the nervous systein, while his 
discovery that sugar was produced in the 
liver seemed toinvolvethat organ as mainly 
atfaultin thecase. Bernard’sown opinion 
was thatthe cause of the evil was in the ner- 
vous system, and this the discovery confirms 
—for of course a constant dilation or an 
arterial plexus la due toa failure of vaso-con- 
strictor nerves. Bernard, indeed. held that 
diabetes could be cured by stimulation of the 
grand sympathetie nerve, because the antag- 
onistic function of other nerves neutralizin 
the normal action of this one was the basis o 
the evil. 

The opinion was set forth forty years before 
the experiments proved it—an evidence of the 
way in which a man of genius seems to get at 
a great truth by flight rather than by the steps 
ofaiadder. But it the excessive production 
of sugar is the whole evil, how does this kill? 
Perhaps, as Dr. George Johnson suggested in 
1852, the sugar is an energetic diuretic, and 
compels an enormous secretion of water to 
keep itin solution. Thus the kidney is over- 
worked and weakened, and yet does not prop- 
erly depurate the blood, for eventually the 
kidney celle lose their capacityto excrete 
those poisonous bodies concerned in their 
normal functions.

HUNDRED ARMED MEN SCOURING 
JACKSON COUNTY FOR A TRAMP. 


FIVE 


Miss Allie Atkins, the Daughter of a 
Prominent Farmer Near Pleasant Hill, 
Mo., the Victim of a Brutal Assanlt—A 
Tramp Arrested on Suspicien Narrowly 
Escapes Being Lyuchead. 


PLEASANT HILL, Mo., March 18.—This little 
town and the country for miles round is in a 
fever of excitement over a terrible assault 
committed by a brutaltramp. Over five hun- 
dred men on horseback, armed with guns, 
pistols and ropes, and accompanied with a 
number of hounds are scouring the east and 
south end of Jackson County and relays of 
guards are stationed at intervals along all the 
highways and railroads in search of the brute. 
The pame ot the victimis Allie Atkins, the 
18-year old daughter of Jas. W. Atkins, 
a prominent and wealthy farmer living three 
and a half miles west of this place. While ro- 
turning througha strip ef woods from the 
house of Robert Hoover, about 2 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon, she encountered a rough - 
looking tramp who made an indecent pro- 
posal to her. In his hand he held a knife and 
as he seized and threw her to the ground he 
threatened to cut her throat if she should 
make an outcry. As the girl struggled to re- 
lease herself the tramp, seizing her by the 
bair severed the plaited braid from her head 
close to the scalp inflicting a severe wound on 
the back of her head as he didso. Then the 
terrified girl fainted. When she regained 
consciousness, her hands were 

TIGHTLY BOUND BEHIND HER BACK 
and herjaws were pried open bya plug of 
wood two inches long, so that she could utter 
no sound of alarm. Her assailant had cut 
her clothes from her body with a knife, and 
In doing so had inflicted severai deep gashes 
on the limbs. Thenthe brute assaulted her, 
while in the full possession of her 
senses, being unable to either make re- 
sistance orcry for help. She again swooned 
and when she recovered she saw her assailant 
escaping toward the direction of Kansas City. 
Halt dend with exhaustion and terror, with 
her hands bound and the gag still in her 
mouth, she dragged herself home, where 
she related her terrible experience to her 


brothers and sisters. Jim Atkins gave the 
alarm among the surrounding farms and by 
evening 500 men were scouring the country 
around, armed with ali sorts of weapons, 
many of them carrying pieces of rope to be 
used when their victim is caught. 

A TRAMP ARRESTED. 

A tramp named Collins, who resembles the 
description of Miss Atkins’ assailant, was 
arrested at an early hour this morning at 
Greenwood, six miles from here. He is being 
held atthe railway station there for .protec- 
tion until he can be taken to the Atkinson 
house fcr identification. A mob of one thou- 
sand men surrounds the,station-house de- 
manding that the prisoner be delivered into 
its hands for punishment. 

The mob finally consented to Collins’ re- 
moval tothe Atkins House, where, Miss At- 
kins stated positively that he was not ber as - 
sailant. Collins then walked from the farm 
into town where he was again arrested by the 
enraged citizens, manyof whom demanded 
that he be at once strung up. He finally 
proved to their satisfaction that he was not 
the man wanted and was allowed to proceed 
on his way. 


The Star of Bethlehem, * 


From the London Dally News. 

Astronomical caiculations show that we 
shall witness a most interesting phenomenon 
in the course of 1890. A sixth star will be 
added to the five fixed stars forming the con- 


stellatlon of Cassiopeia. If this star appears 
in 1890 it will have been seen seven times since 
the beginning of the Christian era. It was 
discovered last time by Tycho de Srahe in 
1572, whe described it as a star of oxtraordin- 
ary brightness, which outshone the stars of 
first magnitude, and could be seen in the 
light of day. But after three wgeks the bright- 
ness faded, and after baving been visibie for 
seventeen months it disappeared as suddenly 
as it had come. The star is on record in 
the annals of 1264 A. D. and of 945 A. D., aur- 
ing the Emperor Otto’s reiga. It has been 
supposed that this heavenly y is the Iden- 
tical Star of Bethlehem, aud it to appeur 
once in about three hundred and fiftee years, 
Now, if it be caleulated backward . 945 
that would make its, appearance colncident 
with the date ofthe birth of Christ; and when 
the calculation is made from 043 forward the 
star was due in , 1575 and 1890. Dr. Palisa 
of the Vienna Observatory, who has been. 
questioned on the subject, says there are no 
proofs that the Tychonlan star and the star of 
945 are identical. pease are many 
return after + Bay 1 of se years, Dut 
is no authority for the ce ; :

COMMANDER M’CAILLA’S CASE, 


Statement of Officers Before the Court of 
Inquiry. 

New YoOrK, March 18.— During the session 
of the Court of Inquiry at the Navy Yard yes- 
terday some startiing stories were told of 
Commander B. H. McCalla’s treatment 
of his men on board the  Enter- 
prise. Executive Officer Ingersoll said the 
Commander struck the men with his sword 


several times, wounding them, threw water 
on them and tied them up to Jacob’s ladder as 
long as four hours ata time. Most of these 
punishments were for drunkenness. He never 
sawa ship where the discipline was so lax 
or where there was so littie system of disci 
pline. More whisky was smuggled on board 
than on any ship he had ever been assigned 
to. Tha men were mean, rebellious and sul- 
len. They called Commander McCalla a rebel 
and said they would not serve undera rebel, 
There wasan unusually large number of bad 
men on board. 

The third day’s session of the McCalla in- 
— — opened to-day. The first witness 
was Lieut. P. J. Merlich. He joined the En- 
terprise in 1888. He tolo about me being put 
in canvas jackets and of the men being ironed 
together; also, how an apprentice named 
Grabam had been confined in double irons for 
five days. The apprentice was released 
by order of Commander McCallia as the man 
had been ironed through some misapprehen- 
sion. Men were ironed two and two and were 
0 on deck under guard of a marine. John 
Dillmour, captain of the main-top, and a coal 
heaver and others were chained at night 
to the starboard bower chain on the deck 
and covered with tarpaulins. This was 
while the ship was at Rouen, France, In the 
case of Fireman Swaglich the witness consid- 
ered the man had been confined unjustly. On 
the Enterprise the enforcement of discipline 
was notin accordance with the rules of the 
navy. He did not think that the officers 
of the es were derelict in their 
duty. At ronstadt much liquor was 
smugeied aboard aud men became drunk on 
duty. It was the worst offense a man could 
commit. A number ofthe crew sent ashore 
for target practice got drunk and threw away 
their arms. A seaman named Sutherland 
attempted to jump overboard to escape pun- 
ishment. He was stopped by members of the 
crew, The Enterprise was not as clean a 
ship as some ships the witness had been in. 

ethought the men hadtvo much liberty. 

t Plymouth liberty was given to thirty men 
at lo’clock inthe morning. Dr. C. C. Kern- 
don was the next witness. He is the surgeon 
of the Enterprise. He told of the cutting 
down of Walker. A little before mid- 
night he went on deck and was told that Walk- 
er bad been cut by thecommander. The wit- 
ness ssed a wound on Walker's head about 
aninch anda half long. Later the same man 
became noisy and was given some morphine. 
This was reported at 2 o’clock. 

Witness did not see the gag in the mouth of 
Walker. The treatment the man received 
was the best that could be given him after he 
was wounded.

THE INTEREST DYING OUT 


SMALL PROSPECTS OF CHICAGO HAVING A 
WORLD’S FAIR IN 1892. 


Senators Manifesting No Interest in the Mat- 
ter—The Stanberry Post-Office Fight— 
Buchanan After the Marshalship—Nom- 
inations by the President—The Immigra- 
tion Investigation—Washington News. 


By Telegraph to the POsST-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., March 13.—As has been 
stated in these dispatches, the chances for a 
Worlda’s Fair project being consummated at 
Chicago in 1892 are daily growjng less. The 
enthusiasm which for weeks and months at- 
tended the proposition has entirely died out 
here, Even the Chicagoans who linger at the 
capital in the hopes of securing a furtherance 
in the way of financial aid from Congress are 
wearing a cast-down look where formerly all 
was smiles. The Senators have apparently 
lost all interest in the matter, and 
Senator Hiscock has given no sign or 
intimation that he intends calling the Senate 
Committee together, which is a very dis- 
couraging feature. Col. Davis of Chicago, 
who is here again, has been whistilng to keep 
up his courage. He now realizes the dangers, 
which were manifest directly after the fair 
site was given Chicago, that there would be 
such delay about the bill as would come 
pretty near, if it did not actually, kill the 
whole thing. The Chicago people do not 
want a postponement of the date for 
holding the fair, atleast that is what they 
say. it is stated that they will ask 
for the postponement after they succeed 
in getting their bill through. The prospects 
for a flat failure of Chicago’s endeavors here 
are good, andthatthe proposition will wind 
up in some kind ofa memorial celebration in 
one or more of the principal cities in 1892. 

THE STANBERRY POST-OFFICE. 

The fight belng made by Mr. Tomblin of 
Stanberry, Mo.,on the present and lately ap- 
pointed Postmaster at that place, is about to 
bring about a change at that place. Mr. 
Tomblin isa banker and a good fighter and he 
very forcibly argued with the Post- 
office authorities here that his 
county at the last election haa 
three within a Republican majority; that is 
the kind of a Republican as was made Post- 
master was allowed to remain in office, there 
were no prospects left for carrying the county 
at the nextelection.

office Inspector bas been dispatched to the 
scene of interest with a view of making a 
third report in the premises. 

That there will be no change atan early day 
in the office of Marshal for the Eastern 
Missouri! District. Frank Buchanan, the lead- 
ing applicant for the place, isconfident. Mr. 
Buchanan has called upon the Department of 
Justice and fully acquainted himself with the 
situation. If the provabilities were that no 
new nomination would be made, he said that 
he wanted to go home, but after his call he is 
thoroughly satisfied that there will be a Ro- 
publican named ina short time, and he 
feels quite sanguine that he will 
Graw the prize. Astothe charges emanating 
nthe Hannibal district regarding the oflice, 
he reiterated that they come from good and 
true citizens, and that this part having been 
established, why there should be longer delay 
he cannot understond. If Mr. Kinsey had a 
capnnidate Mr. Buchanan is ready and willing 
to mect him in the contest. But be wants the 
office te go to the man who is going to have it, 
and he wants it right away.

The Senate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 18.—The House 
bill for bridges across the Missouri River at 
South Pierre, S. D., and acrossthe Columbia 
River between Washington and Oregon (being 
similar to bills that bad been passed and sent 
to the House) were reported back from the 
Committee on Commerce amended by a few 
changes and passed, a conference being asked 
on the amendments. 

Mr. Frye, from the Committee on Com- 
merce, reported a bill to repeal the law of last 
Congress requiring steamships to carry guns 
and rockets for casting lines in cases of dis- 
tress, and stated the reason for the passage 
of the bill, in order, he said, that the 
greed of certain companies may recéive 
the notice required. The state - 
ment was to the effect that the Lyle 
Gun Co. furnished tothe life saving stations 
guns at $87.50; the Hunt Gun Co., guns at 
$87.25, and the Cunningham Rocket Co., rock- 
ets at $20, but that after the enactment of the 
law steamships were required to pay $400 for 
the Lyle gun, $250 for tne Hunt gun and $90 for 
the rockets. The Committee on Commerce 
had considered the matter and now recom- 
mended the repeal of the law. The bill was 
placed on the calendar. 

The Senate proceeded tothe calendar and 

assed bilis for public buildings as follows: 
Stockton, Cal., $85,000; Mammoth Hot Springs 
in the Yellowstone National Park, $10,000; 
Virginia City, Nev., $75,000; Hastings, Neb., 
$150,000; the Dalles, Ore., $100,000.

NUE UNDER WAY. 


Another New Structure to Be Reared on 
That Growing Theroughfare — Delmar 
Avenue Property Selling at Advanced 
Prices — East St. Leuis and Suburban 
Sites Sold To-Day—Real Estate News. 


Lucas avenue will soon be notable for its 
new modern business houses: Several very 
fine buildings have been erected upon the 
street within the past two years and num- 
erous others are to be started shortly.

Violating Their Charters. 


The question has been asked frequently 
why the street railroad companies are not 
watched more closely and compelled to live up 
to the letter of their charters and observe 


the ordinances enacted for the regulation of 
such corporations. The patrons ot the Jeffer- 
son Avenue Line have made many complaints 
concerning the running of that road, not only 
because of the bob- tall cars but for the fallure 
of the company to live upto its charter. Sec. 
8 of the ordinance r. in 1881 authorizing 
the construction of that road reads as follows: 

Sec. 8. Said company shall be required to 
complete their road from Geyer avenue to St. 
Louis avenue within twelve months from the 
time of the completion of the bridge and ap- 
proaches over the-Pacific railroad tracks, 
and from St. Louis avenue to ite northern ter- 
minus within twelve months after the 3 8 
from St. Louis avenue to the Fair Grounds 
shall have been graded, curbed and macadam- 
ized; and from Arsenal street to Geyer ave- 
nue — — three years from the passage of 
this ordinance, and over this portion of its 
road said company shall for the first five years 
after the passage of this ordinance be ulred 
to run its cars only at intervals of fifteen 
minntes; and if said Jefferson Avenue Rall 
road Co. shall fail to construct and operate its 
road upon any section or division thereof 
within the time hereby prescribed for its com- 
pletion, such default shall work a forfeiture 
of all the rights, franchises and privileges of 
said company under this ordinance.

GATHERING IN RELICS, |sanzsy’sactetsters ses ote 


PROGRESS OF THE WORK OF THE WAR AND 
_ HISTORICAL MUSKUM AND LIBRARY. 


The Loyal Legion Enorgetically Engaced in 
the Work—Scouring the Country—lInter- 
esting Collections From Charleston, 
Sumter, Vicksburg and Other Points— 
A Number of Revolutionary Curiosities 


HE project to 

| establish a 

war and his- 

torical library and 

museum in St. Louis, 

which originated sev- 

eral months ago with 

the military order of 

the Loyal Legion, now 

seems to be in a very 

fair way of being car- 

ried out. The work has progressed in a most 
satisfactory manner so far, particularly for 
the last two months,though no definite action 
has as yet been taken as to the building to be 
erected, owing to the iliness or absence of 
several of the gentlemen who will become 
financialiy interested. The Missouri! Com- 
mandery bas, however, secured one of the 
best rooms in the Laclede building, 
on the third floor, and has 
fitted it up splendidiy for the re- 
ception and presentation of relics, pending 
the building of its own quarters. The idea, 
as it is explained by Capt. W. R. Hodges, is 
not to confine the collection to the war of the 
rebellion, but to gather up relics of other wars 
and books and other articles of general his- 
torical value and interest. In securing these 
the commandery bas representatives in differ- 
ent parts of the country, and is now just be- 
ginning to hearfromthem. The idea is also 
to make the museum pubiic. While the Loyal 
Legion membership is confined to Union om- 
cers of the late war and their first sons, and is 
regarded as somewhat exclusive, the museum 
feature, beginning with the Laclede buiiding 
quarters, is one to which everybody is 
admitted, the object being in time to 
make it one of the great national 
museums ofthe world. In carrying out this 
pian the Legion, which is iucorporated, and 
the charter of which is perpetual, receives 


relics donated to it or acts as custodian of 
them where the owners do not want to part 
with them absolutely. 

THE COLLECTION AT PRESENT 
ig an interesting one. Anumder of the arti- 
cles of interest bave already been described in 
the Posr- Disrarch, but a much larger num 
ber bave since been reported as received or 
secured for shipment. ast night an informal 
mecting was held in the room just fitted up, 
and the display and the surroundings were 
matters of congratulation. During the day 
the camp stool which Gen. Frank PF. Blair car- 
ried and used all through his service had been 
reecived, and it was regarded with 
a great dealof interest. A letter bad also 
been received by Capt. Hodges from Capt. 
John C. Parker, who has gone to a great deal 
of trouble in looking up relics, telling of his 
success in securing a number of them of 
value. It is dated at Charleston, 8. C., and in 
it Capt. Parker promises the largest and most 
valuable Sumpter and Charleston collection 
in existence. He has, he says, justreceived a 
cannon ball fired by the battery of Sir Henry 
Clinton into a house that stood onthe corner 
of Broad and Meeting streets, Charleston. 
The siege and capture of Charleston occurred 
in June, 1780, and was conducted by Sir 
Henry. Nearthe spot where this shot was 
found stood the famous Pitt statue, the left 
arm of which was broken off at this 
same time by a British cannon dall. 
The shot was presented to Capt. Parker by 
John A. Devereaux of Charleston, whose an 
cestors settied there nearly 200 years ago. 
The Pitt statue is shown bya photograph, 
taken after the arm was broken off. Another 
photograph seoured is of the flag of ‘‘Eutah 
and Company., carried by Col. Wm. Wash- 
ington’s men, who Grovethe British out of 
Bouth Carolina. The flag ie a woman’s petti- 
coat, which a young lady, in her patriotic en- 
thusiasm, tore off and presented to the men 
us they were going to battle. It is now in 
possession of the Washington Light Infantry, 
organized in Charleston in 1807. This photo- 
graph will be accompanied by a certificate of 
mombership in this famous 8 and a 
full roll of the organization since 1807. 

THE FIRST MILITARY ORDER 
of this war will be shown by a certified copy. 
This was the order which sent the troops to 
Fort Moultrie. Then there is an old photo- 
graph of a flintlock carried in the war of the 
revolution. 

The Sumpter collection is well started, be- 
ginning with a brick from the parapet of the 
rear wall. Then there is aplece of a large 
hell fred by Beaursgard into Sumpter. An- 
other object of curiosity is a piece of ocak from 
the first Confederate gunboat, the Palmetto 
State. Photographs secured are of Sumpter 
before the fight in 1861, after the fight in 186], 
and after the surrender in 1865; the Jasper 
statue, the Washington Light Infantry 
statue and the house where the British con- 
fined the patriots in 17860. 

A well-preserved relicis a 200-pound rifie 
shot fred from Gilmore's Swamp Angeli into 
Charleston, and another, a part of a rifie 
shell fred by the same gun into a battery on 
Bullivan’siIsiand. There is also a piece of a 
shell fired by Anderson from Sumpter into a 
battery on Sullivan’s Island, and a cane made 
out ofthe original flag - staff of Sumpter, shot 
away during the fight. 

During the fall Capt. Parker says he will un 
dertake to collect the relics from Mission 
Ridge, Chickamauga, Stone River, Altoona 
and Peach Creek. After wr 1 this letter he 
was to goto Augusta, where he proposed to 
secure the order of the Secretary of War, if it 
can be found, and also to go through the ar- 
senal in search of curioaities of value. 

THE VICKSBUR@’ COLLECTION 

is so far a good one. Prominent in itisa 
shell that the Essex fired into the Mint Spring 
battery, from the Hotchkiss gun. With it isa 
much 1 Dall fred by the battery into the 
Essex, the ball having passed through one 
side and lodged in the other.

He had most likely 
been buried where he was killed, at the point 
where Sherman made his assault in » ae 
sword bayonet, most likely carried by Eastern 
gouaves, as there were few of them in the 
West, and an old-fashioned bayonet, were 
also found at the pointofthe Sherman as- 
sault. 

The frst capture made by the Confederates 
is recalled by a splinter of oak, rfectly 
black, and a spike from the bull of the 
steamer Star of the West. She was taken by 
Beauregard when Sumpter fell, and at once

THE ORIGINAL ORDINANCE OF SECESSION 
of Virginia ls shown by a certified copy, with 
all of the signatures attached. It was found 
in the streets whon the first Union troops en- 
tered Richmond. Anothér paper is a map of 
the fortifications of Petersburg, made by one 
of Lee’s staff officers. Inthe same line is a 
good collection of Confederate money, Mis- 
sour! defense bonds, etc. 

In the miscellaneous collection is a large 
Confederate flag, taken from the Court- house 
at Yazoo City. acopy of the Vicksburg Citizen 
of July 2, 1888, two days before the conclusion 
of the siege, print on wall paper; two 
bayonets and grape shot from Corinth; a lot 
of muskets, to arm the first company in St. 
Louis, presented by Giles F. Finley; a lot of 
sabres, cavairy and artillery, from Gettys- 
burg; an old revolutiouary musket and 
sword, anda lotof drums of the style used 
inthe war. One ot the Gettysburg sabres isa 
great ourlosity. It is one of a lot ordered by 
Mexico from Germany. They were captured 
by the Spaniards inthe Gulf of Mexico, and 
taken to New Orleans and sold. They were 
sent to St. Louis by the Confederates and cap- 
tured here. After that they were worn by the 
Union officers until they could be replaced by 
others of regulation pattern. The drums are 
also curiosities at this time, about fourteen 
inches deep, heavy and unwieldy, and show- 
ing a remarkable waste of wood. 

THE PICTURE-GALLERY 
is well started. Among the large pictures are 
one of Grant, in oll; one of Gen. Frank P, 
Blair, presented by his family; and one of 
Gen. Hancock, in crayon, by Capt. Hodge’s 
daughter. There is also an oil painting of the 
old United States gunboat Osage, built in St. 
Louls. Her old Chief Engineer, Thomas 
Doughty, is now a member of the Missouri 
Commandery. The raising of the United

One 
of the latest additions to it is the surgeons’ 
reports made during the war, and presented 
by Maj. Pierce. Itis now out of print, and 
very few are to de found. It is profusely I- 
lustrated, and itis the most elaborate sur- 
gical work ever printed. The first Rules 
and Regulations for Field Exeroilses and 
Manoeuvers of Infantry ever issued 
by the United States L also 
* vory rare volume. In these 
days, with the modern tactics and rules, it is 
a decided curiosity. It was issued under an 
order of the Secretary of War in 1814, to 
modify the rules of the French infantry, 
which had been used previously. The presi- 
dent of the board preparing it was 
Gen. Scott. Still another is the 
Military Laws of the United States, published 
in 1835. This book is now inter- 
esting reading. It is exceedingly quaint in its 
provisions as to the militia, volunteers, etc., 
offenses, punishments, etc. Another one yet 
is a history of the war of 1812, published in 
1815 ana 44 fire in overy line. It is 
made up of contemporary accounts published 
at the time, and the book has long been out of 
print. The old ‘Casey Tactics’ and other 
books fill out en interesting collection.

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., March 12.—The county 
seat of Washington County is situated ona 
bill surrounded by other hills, which make 
the landscape the most picturesque to be 
found anywhere. The elevation is nearly 
1,502 feet above the sealevel, and the city is 
considered one of the healthiest in the South- 
west. The natural drainage ts perfect. 

This city is known for its cultured society 
and its excellent schools, and has for many 
years been called the Athens of Arkansas. 
Its high location, many bold, running springs 
of pure cold water, its scenery and its 
churches and schools make it the most desir- 
able place to live to be found in Arkansas. It 
is fast becoming a very popular summer re- 
sort, and people from Louisiana, Texas and 
South Arkansas, in large numbers come here 
every summer. 

CHURCHES AND SCHOOLS.

The apples grown here have 
taken the first premiums at all the great 
exhibitions bad in the United States for sev- 
eral years past. 

BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 

As a business place it is equal to any city ip 
the State and its merchants are reliable and 
Successful. There are five large large dry 
goods establishments, allof which carry full 
stocks and do a large end profitable retail and 
jobbing trade. Then there are several firms 
engaged in the grocery trade, hardware, sad- 
diery and harness and also in furniture and 
books and stationery. 

There are three banks in the ‘city, each 
doing a very profitable business. The 
oldest of these institutions has been in suc- 
cessful operation since 1875 and is owned and 
conducted by W. R. Mellroy & Co., sons and 
successors of the late Wm. Mellroy. The 
next oldest bank is the Washington County 
Bank, which was organized in 1884 and is 
owned and conducted by several wealtby men 
of Fayettevilic. 

The third bank was established in the year 
1887 and is called the Bank of Fayetteville. 
The banks of Fayetteville are solid and per- 
manent institutions. 


There are three drug stores and many first-. 


class physicians in the city. 

The legal fraternity is well represented; in 
fact, the bar of Fayetteville is one of the 
ablest in the State. 

There is anice opera-house, which during 
the past year sncceeded in securing some 
first-class attractions. 

There is a well organized and finely 
equipped fire department under Chief J. F. 


Mayes. 

One undertaker has located here, but he 
does not depend on the sale of coffins and 
caskets for a living. 

An abundance of fine timber is found near 
Fayettevilie, oak, hickory, ash and maple, 
out of which ought to be manufactured all the 
wagons, plows and other farm machinery, for 
which there is a constant and increasing de- 


inand. 

There is a splendid steam flouring mill re- 
cently built here whichis doing a good busi- 
ness as the country adjacent produces a large 
yield of wheat. 

There ought to be a purchasing house which 
would afford a market at home for the large 
number of hogs and beef cattle constantly be- 
ing shipped to Kansas City and other markets.

which now only extends about eight miles, 
but which will very soon be extended east 
into the zinc and lead regions in the eastern 
counties of Arkansas, and which will give 
Fayetteville a boom. 

NATURAL GAS. 

A well at Mayor J. H. Van Hoose’s home in 
the city, which is only l45feet deep, affor@s a 
constant flow of natural gas which burns 
with a beautiful fame. There are good indi- 
cations of ollupon the water, which is quite 
salty. Gas has been found at shallow depths 
in otber wells in the city and petroigum also. 

An electric plant has been pufin and the 
streets are being lighted by electric lamps. 

There is no street railroad yet, and such a 
thing would be a paying investment. 

POPULATION 
at present is about four thousand, but with 
proper efforts to develop its resources—és a 
health and summer resort—its population 
would soon be double that figare. No little 
inland city offers better inducements for the 
investment of * 

White River is within three or four miles of 
Fayetteville, and those fond of wy 3 in 
summer have rare sport catching black bass 
and other fish, with which that beautiful 


stream abounds. 


HOTELS. 

There are three good hotels in the city, but 
their capacity is not sufficient to accommo- 
date the large number of visitors who wish to 

end the summers. ,

Fayetteville a 1 resort in summer, but 
those from the Nort agree with them. The 
thermometer rarely indicates more than 90 
degrees in the hottest season, and the winters 
are nat so severe as ey! are in Kansas and 
Missouri. Flowers have bloomed out doors in 
the yards in Fayetteville during every month 
since last March.

TSBEN AND NOW. 


The Anniversary of the Great 1888 Blizzara 
in New York. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, March 13.—It is hardly possible 
fora greater contrast to exist than that be- 
tween the weather yesterday and that of 
March 12 two years ago, when the great 
blizzard of 1888 struck New York and raged 
with such terrifying fury. Residents of this 
city well remember the driving, bitter winds, 
the cutting, swirling masses of snow, 
the cessation of travel, the obstruction 
of communication, the paralysis of business, 


and the countless discomforts and fears occa- 
sioned by the most terrific storm ever known 
to New York. The temperature on that day 
was a few degrees above zero, but on the fol- 
lowing day it fell below zero and the most in- 
tense cold was added to the other horrors of 
the situation. Yesterday was the balmiest of 
spring days. At8o’clock in the morning a 
down-town thermometer recorded 44 degrees. 
Three hours iator this warmth was increased 
by three degrees, and at 9 o’clock a. m. the 
mercury had Jumped up to 52 degrees. At 3:30 
o’clock p. m. it marked 71 degrees, the highest 
point ofthe day. The total gain from 3a. m. 
to 3:30 p. m. was 27 degrees. A peculiarity of 
the day wasthat the temperature decreased 
but little in the late afternoon. There was so 
little in the weather of ye 
great biizzard that men and women alike 
threw aside their wraps and hunted the shady 
sides of the streets. Even then com- 
fort was denied them, and flushed faces 
and perspiring brows were encountered 
everywhere. A temperature of 71 deg. must 
make itself felt beneath winter clothing. The 
wind, which had raged so furiously two years 
before, was a veritable zephyr yecterday. It 
scarcely blew ten miles an hour and was as 
lazy as a cab h that dozed in the sunshine 
in front ot the hotels. It was altogether a 
day for idleness, suggesting finding and en- 
gendering spring fever.

KILLED IN BOTH HOUSES. 


The Louisiana-Dakota Lottery Bill Da- 
feated in Both Houses. 


BISMARCK, N., D., March 13.—The Louils- 
jana lottery legislation proposed in the North 
Dakota Legislature, at Bismarck, received its 
quletus yesterday in both Houses. As antic- 
ipated some days ago, the second attempt to 
adopt the measure was tried yesterday. Tues- 
day was set as the day for action, but the 
sudden death of Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Mitchell, and the consequent ad- 


journment of both Houses, postponed 
action until yesterday, and it was 
the last day the measure could 
be taken up and carried, final adjournment 
being too near. Yesterday’s attempt was 
first made in the State Senate. The proposed 
new bill, which offered the State $50,000 for a 
franchise, and an annual tribute of $150,000, 
was introduced. Its opponents moved to lay 
iton the table, and that motion was defeated 
by a vote of ll yeastol9nays. However, asa 
test Vote it shared the fate of the bill, for it 
developed the fact thatin the Senate, where 
the measure was considered strongest, the 
two-thirds necessary to passe over the Gov- 
ernor’s veto was not forthcoming. This 
really settled the fate of the bill, but it also 
wont through the mill—or part of the way—in 
the House, where it met with the same fate as 
in the Senate. 

The free seed Dill is causing much discus- 
sion. There are only two days within which 
to pase the bill before the Governor can kill it 
by a pocket veto. President Harrison has 
been asked to refuse to appoint anyone to 
federal office who favors the iottery scheme, 
and Gov. Miller has his assurance that he will 
regard a favorable position on that question 
as fatal. Miller takes the same ground in dis- 
tributing State patrouage. The power of both 
administrations is enlisted against the 
scheme. The joint executive interference 
makes the fight hot and national, as well as 
local in its scope. It will be a short and bitter 
contest. The iottery contingent lacks five 
members to make the scheme work.

THE SCHOOL BOARD CASES 


IF THE COURT HAS JURISDICTION THERE 
WILL BE NO APPEAL. ° 


If Not the Cases Will Have to Go te the Su- 
preme Court at Once or Be Thrown Out 
Altogether—Question of the Court of Ap- 
peals’ Authority — Surprising Facts 
Brought Out—Changes Which May Fol- 
low It the Aulerites Remain in Power. 


The Court of Appeals will bear to-morrow 
the quo warranto proceedings begun by the 
Olroult Attorney against seven of the School 
Directors, to show by what right they hold 
their seats. Much interest is taken in the 
court’s decision, as npon it will depend the 
permanency of the organization effected by 
the board at Tuesday night’s meeting. The 
cases were brought against Directors Bar 
tholdt, Bollman, Rogers and Macklin of 
the Auler faction and Directors Sheahan, 
Kelly and Dozier of the Millerites, 
Should the cases brought against Directors 
Bartboldt, Boliman, Macklin and Rogers be 
decided favorably to them the present organ- 
ization ot the board will not be changed, but 
should two or more of them be declared un- 
qualified to hold- their seats, and Messrs. 
Sheahan, Kelly and Dozier be declared ell 
gible, then the present administration of the 
board will be altered and Messrs. Miller and 
O'Connell re-elected to the offices of President 
and Vice-President respectively. The board 
meeting will take place to-morrow night, so 
should the outcome of the cases in the Court of 
Appeals be favorable to President Miller and 
his supporters they will not have to wait long to 
regain their supremacy inthe board. For in 
anticipation of write of ouster being issued 
against some of the authorities Messrs. Bar- 
stow and Richardson changed their votes on 
the presidency and vice-presidency at last 
Tuesday’s meeting for the purpose of moving 
a reconsideration to-morréw evening. 

QUESTION OF JURISDICTION. 

The lawyers are watching the cases with 
much interest because of the question of the 
Court of Appeals’ jurisdiction in such 
cases. If the Court decides that 
it has jurisdiction its decision 


will be final, and if mot it will turn the cases 
over to the Supreme Court. This is the first 
time since the adoption ofthe new constitu- 
tion that such a test of the Court of Appeals’ 
authority has come up. Under the old con- 
stitution the Court of Appeals was nothing 
more than an intermediate tribunal. Under 
the new constitution, however, the Court of 
Appeals has jurisdiction over certain cases 
and the Supreme Court over other kinds. The 
question involved then in the quo warranto 
cases, which will come up to- morrov, is 
whether or not those cases if they had 
been brought in the 


of Appeals or tothe Supreme Court. 
would have been sent to the Supreme Court, 
then the Court of Appeals has no jurisdiction 
over them, and they will have to be trans- 
ferred to the Supreme Court for considera- 
tion. Ifthe Court of Appeals bas no jurisdic- 
tion, however, then its decision will de final. 
There will be no appeal from it. 

Messrs. Macklin, Bartholdt and Rogers in 
their answer have raised the question of the 
Court’s juaisdiction. They have asserted tha 
the Court has no authority to consider the 

the cases, because the board ls the sole judge 
of the qualifications of itsown members un- 
der its special charter. The question of 

urisdiction wilithen be the first which will 

ave to be passed upon. If the Court desides 
that it has no jurisdiction and the cases have 
to go to the Supreme Court, evenif they are 
advanced onthe docket, it will require at 
least a couple of months for a decision to be 
reached. In the meantime the President will 
have appointed new committees and the en- 
tire adininstration of schools affairs will have 
been changed. 

**CAN COLORED MEN VOTE?’’ 

The present proceedings in the Court of 
Appeals, besides being atest of that Court’s 
jurisdiction in such cases, has brought some 
— my facts to light. One is that there 
are only four cities in the State whose schools 
are operated undera private charter. These 
are St. Louis, St. Joseph, Chillicothe and 
Kirk wood. Another is that in all 
these charters it is distinctly 
specified that only free white men can vote at 
school elections. This specification has,how- 
ever, been entirely disregarded in all four 
places, although the facet that the charters 
were, granted before thefourteenth amend- 
ment was put in the Constitution would, some 
claim, givethe board the authority to reject 
all ballots tendered by colored men. 

THE AULER ADMINISTRATION. 

There is considerable conjecture in School 
Board circles, as to how President Auler will 
constitute his committees in case the proceed- 
ings in court against four of his supporters 
are not sustained and he is not disturbed in 
his office. Mr. Rogers will have his choice of 
committees and will probably select the 
teachers. Mr. Macklin In that event will very 
likely get the buliding committee. The Chair- 
manship of the Ways and Means Committee 
Will likely be given to Mr. Oscar Boliman and 
that of the Lands and Leasing Committee to 
Mr. Richard Bartholdt. There will likely 
be some changes in the corps 
ofemployes. There is a report around that 
Mr. Soidan of the High School, will be made 
Superintendent instead of Mr. Long, but 
whether it comes from an authentic source or 
not is not known. Engineer Lee will in all 
probability be dropped, and perhaps, Archi- 
tect Singleton also. The Aulerites are not 
ready, however, to disclose yet whothey have 
settled upon for these places.

Ot the war of 1812 Mrs. Brown had a vivid 
recollection and the lively apprehensions felt 
when the British ships approached the Rhode 
Island shore. The neighbors turned out to 
guard the coast and great excitement pre- 
valled. Mrs. Brown camé from a long-lived 
race. Her grandmother, Alice Macomber of 
Liverton, was a centenarian, dying on the 
very day she completed ber 100th year. Her 
father lived to be 94. There are fifty-nine

A Remarkable Case. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 18.—The trial of 
thirty men charged with lynching Hans J. 
Olesen last November is now in progress at 
Whitehall, Wis. Thus far the trial has develi- 


oped a most remarkable state of affairs. It 
has been shown that Olesen served ajterm in 
prison for loading a stick with giant powder 
and exploding it in a hardware store 
conducted by a Swede mamed Strands 
at Blair, Wis. When he was 
released his wife and children, it is claimed, 
circulated stories in the neighborhood that he 
wus a very dangerous man, and had threat- 
ened to blow up farms and houses when he 
secured his liberty. The result of these 
stories was the movement to lynch him, and 
this was headed by Peter Johnson Loda, a

A SAND BAG OR DRUGS. 


EITHER WAS USED TO MURDER BERNHARD 
JUNGHAUS AT PEORIA, 


The Post Mortem Shows That He Did Not 
Commit Suicide—Another Important Ar- 
rest Which May Clear Up the Mystery— 
Facts Ge To Show That the Old Man Rad 
Concealed His Real Name--A Queer 
Story. 


Pon, III., Mareh 13.—Dr. McFadden of 
Peoria, the County physician, and Dr. Powell 
have made a post mortem examination of 
Bernhard Jungbaus, the wealthy old German, 
whose body was found floating in the river in 
front of this city Saturday. Thére was no 
water in either the lungs or stomach, and 
this is proof that the man did not die from 
drowning. Intheir report the doctors say 
that the man was undoubtedly dead when he 
entered the water. They are of the opinion 
that he was either sandbagged or drugged. 

IT 18 A MURDER. 

The above evidence would seem to knock 
out the suicide theory, which, however, was 
never strongly adhered to. The medical 
evidence shows that he was dead when put in 
the water, which of course, puts an end to 
any other explanation except deliberate Kill- 
ing. Bill Luckey, the keeper of the Fulton 
street den, where the murder is supposed to 
have been committed, is still locked up, as is 
his wite, ‘‘Kid’’ Luckey and oid man 
Scherer, who was on several tears 
w ith Jungbaus, as told yesterday. 
They are not allowed to communicate with 
each other. Mrs. Luckey does a great deal of 
crying and protesting. Luckey is very cool, 
has secured legal advice and expects to apply 
for a writ of babeas corpus. 

ARRESTS AND CLUES. 

An important arrest is looked for soon. It 
ig said that the police are shadowing a man 
who is supposed to have heard Junghaus 
declare that he was about to leave for 


Germany, to have heard him declare on last 
Thursday that he had received $2,000 for the 
trip. and to have decoyed him to the Fulton 
street den of Luckey, where he was wur- 
dered.

The finding of a letter addressed to Mabel 
pone, 115 Hamilton street, from W. J. Kelley, 
Marshalltown, Io., is still unaccounted for, 
but there are poor here who say the woman 
named has paid a flying visit or two to Peoria 
since her departure last October.

His rooms 
were on the first floor and 
were nicely furnished.’ Somebody down town 
supplied quotations and he got plenty of cus- 
tomers from the retail dry goods stores. 
Boynton did not know why Knibb had left bis 
last place and did not suspect his sanity. 
Neither did anyone else. Knibb was much 
excited over bis prosperity, and talked about 
making no end of money. Late last Saturday 
night Landiord Boynton, who sleeps under- 
meath Knibb’s room, heard a tremendous 
noise overhead and went up to investigate. 
Knibb was trying to pull a four-foot bed 
through a three foot door into a smal! back 
room. He had got all the other furniture of 
the suite into the small room, but he could 
not manage the bed. He had ten gas burners 
lighted. He was undressed and was working 


very hard. 
„What are you doing that for?’’ asked 


Boynton. 

‘*Spirite,’’ said Knibb, ina low, mysterious 
voloe. Tue spirits made me. 
The spirits are after me. 

After a while he was calmed and went to 
bed. He burned the ten gas lights all night. 
In the morning he dressed with great care. 

BOYNTON WENT IN TO SEE HIM. 

Do you see that safe?’’ asked Knibb,‘* I’m 
going to have $10,000 in that before night.’’ 

„What are you dressing up for?’’ asked 


Boynton. 
‘*‘Why, don’t you know?’’ said Knibb.‘‘I’m 


going to marry Victoria Woodhuil’s daugh- 
der. 

The spirits returned to trouble Knibb on 
Sunday night, and Boynton began to get 
alarmed. On Monday Knibb opened bis 
bucket shop as usual. During the day he 


said to Boynton: ‘‘Say, old man, I'm going to 
have fourteen niggers here to-morrow.’’ 

What for?’’ asked Boynton. 

‘*Policy,’’ said Knibb. ‘*They’re going to 
give me pointers on lottery tickets, too.“ 

Boynton thought that Knibb was talking to 
hear himself talk. His surprise was great 
when on Tuesday morning he found that 
there were exactly foufteen negroes in the 
rooms. They were playing some game. 
Boynton never saw policy played, and did 
not know what the game was. He saw ali the 
negroes were more or less intoxicated. Knibb 
had been drinking, too, and was much ex- 
cited. 

„A thousand dollars, he exclaimed to 
Boynton in alow tone; a thousand dollars 
in that safe before night.’’ 

Boynton was angry. He replied that his 
house was not to be used for a policy-shop or 
a bar-room, and he demanded that the ne- 
Kroes be put out at once. The negroes ob- 
jected vigorously, and Knibb flew around like 
amadman. To make matters worse, Boynton 
discovered thata crowd had collected out- 
side. Inthe middle of the confusion Knibb 
dashed out of the house without collar, coat 
or hat, and rushed down the street. This 
conveyed to the crowd the impression that 
somebody had been murdered inside.

Kulbo was there 
washing blood off his hands. 

‘*How did you get in?’’ asked Boynton. 

‘*‘Deor locked, sol broke the window,’’ 
said Knibb. Cut myself on the glass. 

„What did you shave your beard off for?“ 
asked Boynton. 

„Spirits, said Knibb. He also said that 
Victoria. Woodhull’s daughter was outside. 
Knibb went out to get a doctor to dress the 
cut on his hand and did not return. At 1:20 
o’clock yesterday Policeman William Connell 
of the Mercer Street Station, found a man act- 
ing queerly in front of 825 Broadway. He said 
his name was Knibb and that he was pursued 
by spirits. He was sent in an ambulance to 
the New York Hospital, were it was said yes- 
terday that Knibb was insane and would have 
to be sent to an asylum.

THE BEHRING SEA CONTROVERSY. 


International Arrangement to Protect the 
Vaiuable Seal Fisheries. 


Fy Telegraph tothe Posr-Disraron. 
OTTAWA, Ontario, March 18.—Your corre- 
spondent learns on the most reliable autbor- 
ity that official correspondence between Great 
Britain and the United States und Canadian 
Governments shows that the question of 
closed sea has not and will not enter into the 
negotiations now going on at Washington on 
the Behring Sea difficulty. From infor- 


mation received here from the British 
Minister, and from Mr. Tupper at Washing- 
ton, the question of adjudicating upon the 
claims for damages of the owners of the 
British sealers seized in Behring Sea by 
United States cruisers has, up tothe present 
time, mainly occupied the attention of the 
conference, the question of protecting, by 
some international arrangement, the seal 
fisheries from absolute depletion, irrespective 
of any claim the United States may have 
hitherto put forward tothe exclusive jurie- 
diction in those wegters, having as yet been 
only informally considered. The highest 
approval ot such an arrangement hays, . 
ever, been received from the Brit- 
ish Government, which has strongly 
indorsed the suggestion of the United States 
that such protection from wholesale slaugh- 
ter is imperative to prevent the total destruc- 
tion of the seal fisheries, in the carrying out 
of which the British Government have agreed 
to co-operate. A member of the Cabinet, re- 
ferring to the several matters of dispute be- 
tween the United States and Canada, said to 
our correspondent that as far as the Behring 
Boa question was concerned, be had little 
doubt that a satisfactory solution would be 
arrived at.

THE PUGILISTIC CRAZE. 


ENORMOUS SUMS SPENT ON THE SPORT IN 
SAN FRANCISCO, 


Crooked Fights Common—Interesting story 
of How a Mother Seconded Her Son to 
Victery in a Battle—The Big Cross- 
Country Run—Base Ball Clashes in New 
York—General Sporting News. 


HE pugilistic craze is at 

its zenith, writes D. A. 

Lée from San Francisco 

to the Philadelphia 

Times, and the Pacific 

coast, especially in San 

A-Frgncisco, with its clubs 

of millionaires, has 

world-wide 

reputation through 

princely gifts to the pos- 

sessors of brawn and 

muscle. To gain this 

enviable position ne- 

cessitated the expendl- 

ture of a vast amount of 

money in initial prepa- 

rations, to say nothing 

of the capital necessary 

to continue the same. The @alifornia Club, 

whose prominence is acknowledged 

by the world, expended fully $7,500 

in fitting. up their club-rooms last 

year, and followed this by an. additional out- 

lay of fully $6,0000n an exhibition hall where 

members could be Accommodated during 

contests. The regular expense of this or- 

ganization are in excess of $3,000 per month, 

and the club’s motto, ‘‘Secure the best and 

pay for it,“ is fully carried out. The two 

minor organizations have expended fully 

$5,000 in fitting up suitable quarters, and many 

hundreds are expended monthly to attaches 

and for incidental expenses. Thus we find 

San Francisco’s enthusiastic ring patrons 

have fully $15,000 sunk in athietic clubs, and, 

aside from purses, are recirculating over 
$3,000 monthly. 

These amounts are really infinitesimal com- 
pared with the over liberal amount expended 
onthe pugilistic element. During the past 
yearthe California, Golden Gate and Occi- 
dental Clubs paid fully $35,600 to pugilists for 
‘‘finish’’ contests. In matching the men to 
compete for coin aud glory the directors use 
every precaution to prevent the possibility of 
any private agreement between the partici- 
pants. Yet ‘‘where there is so much good 
there must be some bad, and several recent 
events have assumed a decidedly pinkish hue. 
This brings about the question: Have all the 


late contests in San Francisco, particularly 
those before the California Club, been con- 
tested entirely upon their merits? 

Anyone conversant with ring metters can 
answer promptiy and emphatically: ‘‘No; 
there have been several questionable contests 
here. These ‘‘fixed’’ events are due wholly 
tothe gambling element of San Francisco, 
headed by a well-known cigar merchant of 
Kearney street, who places many thousands 
upon each meeting.

„It was a hard go. I tell you, he said, 
„and at first 1 thought I was going to get 
whipped sure. He’s gota tremendous reach, 
and I saw right away that my only chance was 
to get away from him until he gota littie 
winded, and then throw him as often as 1 
could. 

‘*After I'd thrown him the first time in the 
fourth round I made up my mind that I was 
going to win the fight, and when mother came 
into the ring I told her the fight was all my 
own. And reckon,’’ he went on, witha 
smile, ‘‘that I’m about the only man in this 
country that ever fought a prize fight with his 
own mother as second; and let me tell you 
another thing, I don’t want a better second 
than mother is. 

‘*T did not find any fault with Pat. He was 
doing first rate, but I reckon mother gota 
little excited and got the idea in her head 
that he was not bandling me right.

From present indications it would seem that 
the headquarters of the Eastern trained race- 
horse will in future be found mainly at West- 
chester, says the New York Tribune. Since 


the opening of the new track of great dis- 
tances a large number of trainers who form- 
erly had their stables at Sheepshead Bay have 
moved their horses to Westchestcr, where 
Mr. Morris is apparently actively catering for 
this kind of patronage. The reason for this 
wholesale desertion of Sheepshead Bay is not 
farto seek.

The stables now at Westchester includ 
those of Rogers, who trains for Capt. S. 8.

The excessively 
mild winter, while it has enabled the trainers 
to keep their horses in continuous gentle ex- 
ercise, has also had a deterrent effect on the 
development of the younger horses, espe- 
clally the 2-year-olds, many of whom are ex- 
tremely backward.

THE SITUATION ALARMING, 


Cattle on the Range In the Northwest 


Territery Dying. 


ForT MCLEOD,N. W. T., March 13.—Cattle on 
the ranges are beginning to feel the effect of 
the cold weather. In the McLeod district there 
is as yet no cause for apprebension and on 
the north side of the river as far as New Ox- 
ley, cattle are doing fairly well. It is reported 
that calves up towards Porcupine 
Hills are dying pretty fast. The worst stories, 
however, come from north of New 
Oxley on the Red Deer Kiver, about the 
northern limit of the country. where cattle 
are being run onthe range. The situation is 
said to be very alarming and a repetition of 
the disasters of the winter of 1882-3 when 
thousands of the Cochrane ranch cattie suc- 
cumbed, is almost a certaintv. There istwo 
feet of snow from New Oxley north, with two 
separate and heavy crusts. Cattle cannot get 
to the grass and are dying fast. Information 
from reliable sources is that the loss to the 
country from Mosquito Creek to Red Deer 
River will be very heavy, some estimating it 
at 75 per cent.
